CARRYING THE MAILS, 

The latest class of corruption brought to light 
at Washington isin the letting of contracts for 
the transportation of mails by stages and steam- 
boats. The charges are that the Government 
is systematically robbed and plundered on all 
these mail routes in the Territories, The 
charges are presented by two members of Con- 
gress, one of whom Mr. Luttrell, of Califor- 
nia—furnishes no less than seventeen specific 
cases, giving the names of all the parties and the 
amounts plundered annually by them. He makes 
the further accusation that these conspirators 
have facilities furnished them by the Department 
which are prohibited by law. : 

Post-Office contracts and the compensation 


under them are one of those mysterious things 


that seem to have baffled the scrutinizing wis- 
dom of our Government since its foundation. 
The case of Ohorpenning is an instance. In 
that cage Chorpenning had a contract, the price 
of which, when completed, was, if we remember 
rightly, less than $200,000. The contract was 
set aside and he made a claim for damages for a 
very large amount; this he was paid, making, 
with what he had reoetved under his contract} 
more than the entire original price. Not satis- 
fied, he claimed some $196,000 more, which 
claim not being allowed, he continued to in- 
crease until accidentally one day Mr. Dawes 
heardin thie Treasury Department that a war- 
rant to pay Chorpenning some $400,000 was 
passing through. He reached the House in 
time to make a statement of the fact, and to 
have e resolution passed peremptorily forbidding 
the payment of the money. Had this warrant 
been delivered, the contractor would have re- 
ceived over $600,000 in all. 

One of the most familiar practices, as well as 
the longest established, is to have severai bids 
put in, some at reasonable prices, and others at 
enormous prices. When the awards are made, it 
is discovered that the successful bids are made 
by men of straw, or if not, that the bidders dre 
bought off, and that they refuse the contract. 


Under the law, the Department then contracts 


with the persons who are best able to perform 
the service, and is compelled to pay three or 
four prices. On these stage-routes, the pos- 
session of the contract for carrying the mail is 
of the utmost importance; the price received 
for carrying the mail is so great that it enables 
the stage company to drive off all competition in 
the stage business. When a company can keep 
the contracts two or three years in succession, it 
monopolizes the entire trade. Hence the strug- 
gle for these mail contracts. They secure a mo- 
nopoly in the stage business, and enable the pro- 
prietors to make any demand they please for the 
transportation of the maiis. 

In these charges there is an interesting illus- 
tration of the way in which compensation under 
öriginal contracts is increased. A contract was 
let at a stipulated price for carrying the mails 
between two points. After the contract was let, 
a railroad was constructed over which the mails 
was carried for part of the way. Thereupon the 
contractors made claim for an extra allowance 
for ‘“‘increased speed,” and the claim was allowed 
and paid. Not only were the heavy allowances 
continued for stage service, but the stage was 
paid for the “‘ increased speed” furnished by the 
locomotive. As well as we can estimate from 
the statement made by Mr. Luttrell, the United

The little busy bee isafool. So says Sir 
John Lubbock. This crushing blow to the bete 
noir of childhood will be hailed with universa) 
joy. The ugly insect has buzzed around the 
ears of lazy people and stung them into work- 
ing when they didn’t want to on false pretenses. 
To be sure, the creature labors, but ite intelli- 
gence, its high moral tone,—all the virtues com- 
monly attributed toit, save industry, are non- 
existent. It is but a stupid brute, despite ite 


hexagon cells, despite ita boasted ingenuity, © 


despite Linnrweus,.and Dr. Watts put together. 
Sir John Lubbock has tested the bee-intellect, 
and has found it wanting. He entirely rejects 
the idea that they communicate quite complex 
ideas to each other. He combats the belief 
that they are shrewd. He has enticed bees 
into his parlor, end has there, by his experi- 
ments, destroyed their reputation as thoroughly 
asthe spider did the fly. First he put some 
honey in the room near an open window. Eight 
bees were brought to it, one after another. 
Each loaded itself and flew away. Not one had 
sense enough to come back. Sir John after- 
wards placed a hive of bees in the room, between 
the open window and the honey. The main en- 
trance was toward the window, but he cut a 
smaller one at the back of the hive, by the 


honey. Very few beeswame out Of this back 


door, and nearly all of those which did so flew 
to the window, not finding the sweets at all. 
The few which did find the honey worked 
steadily to get it into the hive, but did not 
communicate their discovery to the others. 
Either they could not, or else they were inor- 
dinately selfish. In either event their efficiency 
as moral mentors is sadly impaired. Per- 


| haps the most striking proof of the semi- 


idiocy of the average bee is the conduct 
of one of the tribe in a bell-glass. The glass 
was 18 inches long, with a mouth 635 inches in 
diameter. The closed end was turned toward 
The bee inside buzzed about for 
an hour in the attempt to get out, but kept 
always at the end by the light, quite unable to 
find the easy egress at the other.

remain fixed. It is good for 100 cents on the 
dollar to pay a debt, and good only for 88 cents 
in the purchase of goods. We do not know how 
Congress can give to the currency any additional 
value by mere declaratory resolves ; if Con- 
gress would authorize the funding the green- 
backs at the pleasure of the holder into national 
bonds, then they would advance to the value of 
the bond. The present difference in their pur- 
chasing power is due to the fact that the one 
has a time fixed for its redemption and bears 
interest, while the other is past due, is irredeem- 
able, and bears no interest. We know of no 
way by which the Government can “‘ coin credit” 
in the shape of irredeemable currency, and com- 
pel people to exchange their goods and labor 
for them at a fixed price. 

The floods of 1874, whieh are deluging the 
South and sweeping away the rising crops, will 
have an effect they never had before. In past 
years the rising of the Mississippi has been at- 
tended by much loss, but the loss this year 
promises to be greater than ever. Previous to 
the War, when the planter owned his field hands, 
he fled before the deluge to high land, taking 
hands, cattle, and implements with him. The 
flight was only a temporary retreat. When the 
waters subsided, the whole plantation was re- 
covered, The soil was.in excellent condition for 
a late crop, and no time was lost in taking 
advantage of it. The harvest was always 
of unusual richness, and the abundance 
of the yield more than  conipensated 
for the previous loss. Now the case is different. 
The hired farm-hands stampeded at the first 
alarm, leaving the cattle and implements at the 
mercy of the floods. There will be no second 
crop this year, when the waters subside. The 
loss in stock will be total. It is a gloomy out- 
look for the planters, who will be poorer by the 
waters than by the war. For they cannot avail 
themselves of the compensation which bountiful 
Nature offers for her rude tumult.
